WHY  IS  OUR  FUTURE  SO  BRIGHT  WE'VE 
GOTTA  WEAR  SHADES?  Well,  not  only  will 
we  begin  a  new  semester  next  year,  but  we  will 
also  attend  a  new  university:  Colorado  Christian 
University.  Naturally,  there  will  be  several 
compromises  that  will  take  place;  the  joining  of 
two  similar  but  very  different  schools  requires 
compromise.  The  purposes  for  the  merge  vary 
and  so  do  the  responses  from  both  ilio  administra- 
tion and  the  students,  but  through  it  all,  we 
anticipate  one  great  get-together. 

Now  that  negotiations  have  been  finalized 
about  the  merge  with  Colorado  Baptist  University 
and  Colorado  Christian  College,  there  remains 
minor  details  that  must  be  decided  upon.  These 
details  consist  of  the  mascot  and  colors,  returning 
teachers,  scholarships  and  grants,  tuition,  student 
rules  and  regulations,  etc.  Our  ultimate  location 
will  be  on  a  newly  built  campus  in  Morrison,  CO.

The  purposes  for  the  merge  vary,  but  there  are 
two  major  reasons.  First,  both  CBU  and  CCC  felt

Season  of  adjustments 


The  1988  -  1989  Lady  Eagles  had  a 
difficult  year  both  on  and  off  the  court, 
however,  they  were  much  more  com- 
petitive than  the  Eagle  team  that  played 
an  exhibition  season  in  1987  -1988. 

It  all  started  when  the  person  who 
was  supposed  to  coach  the  Eagles  this 
year  changed  her  mind  abruptly  and 
didn't  show  up.  The  official  story  was 
that  she  had  decided  to  get  married. 

This  development  severely  dissap- 
pointed  some  of  the  players:  One  player 
who  was  a  hot  scorer  for  the  Eagles  left 
CBU  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  Semester  in 
part  due  to  the  development  mentioned 
above. 

The  Eagles  gained  a  new  coach  in 
Carole  Beene.  Carole  worked  hard  to 
get  the  Eagles  in  shape,  but  a  team  with 
individual  talent  failed  to  gel  into  a  unit 
as  she  had  hoped. 

Part  of  the  problem  was  the  inexperi- 
ence of  the  players  with  each  other. 
Many  of  the  Lady  Eagles  had  never  met 
before  this  season. 

By  the  end  of  the  season,  however 
things  started  to  improve:  The  Lady 
Eagles  proved  to  be  a  good  defensive 
ballclub,  the  problem  was  in  the  offense: 
In  spite  of  high  scoring  by  players  like 
Karen  Hunt  and  others,  the  Eagles  fre- 
quently botched  passes  and  were  usu- 
ally overwhelmed  on  the  offensive  side 
of  the  court. 

On  the  bright  side,  the  Eagles  won  far 
more  this  year  than  in  the  exhibition 
season  in  1987  -  1988  slow  improve- 
ment is  better  than  no  improvement. 

On  the  lighter  side  of  things.  Coach 
Carole  Beene  was  also  Head  Resident: 


This  dual  role  provided  for  some 
interesting  situations  as  her  players 
found  opportunity  to  play  a  few  little 
jokes  on  their  Coach  /  Head  Resi- 
dent. 

One  of  the  best  things  about  the 
Lady  Eagles  was  that  they  proved  to 
be  some  of  the  most  vociferous  fans 
for  their  male  counterparts:  Game 
after  game,  the  Lady  Eagles  would 
cheer  the  men  on  to  victory.  The 
Men  almost  always  returned  the 
favor  and  close  friendships  devel- 
oped. 

Also  on  the  positive  side.  Assis- 
tant Coach  Jeff  Wilson  gained  valu- 
able experience  filling  in  at  times 
for  Carole  Beene  during  practices 
and  ultimately  as  acting  Coach  when 
Carole  accepted  a  promotion  in 
Texas. 

In  all,  the  Lady  Eagles  first  offi- 
cial season  proved  to  be  a  learning 


experience.  Hopfully  next  year's 
combined  team  of  returning  CBU 
players  and  those  from  CCC  will 
mesh  into  a  highly  competitive 
team.  One  thing  is  certain,  a  coach 
will  be  fiimly  in  place  when  the 
season  begins. O

According  to  Coach  Frank  Evans,  1988 
-1989  was  a  year  of  ups  and  downs:  Of  big 
wins  and  big  losses: 


"Our  team 
we  played. 


Who  can  forget  defeating  Regis 
College  with  twelve  seconds  left 
after  being  down  by  12? 

On  the  other  hand,  who  wants  to 
remember  that  quadruple  overtime 
loss  to  Denver  University  or  that 
final  second  loss  to  Chadron  State? 

For  many  Eagle  fans,  CBU's  20 
and  12  season  was  a  jammin'  suc- 
cess. Long  time  Colorado  resi- 
dents connected  with  CBU  can 
reflect  with  pride  on  defeated  area 
teams  with  long  established  pro- 
grams. 

The  Eagles  were  a  menace  to  Regis 
College.  Defeating  Regis  twice  in  one 
season  is  never  easy,  but  in  the  second 
CBU  -  Regis  game,  the  Eagles  won  in  a 
laugher. 

Who  will  forget  the  cries  of  "Wild 
Thing!"  or  "Who  wants  it  White!?"  That 
echoed  repeatedly  contest  after  contest? 

The  season  wasn't  all  slams  and  jams, 
however:  Practicing  on  different  floors 
than  actual  games  were  played  on  proved 
to  be  a  major  disadvantage  to  the  Eagles. 
Injuries  also  dogged  the  Eagles  and  espe- 
cially star  guard  "Dee"  Demetrius  Jones, 
who  first  suffered  a  knee  injury,  then  a  back 
injury  that  sidelined  him  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season. 

The  absence  of  Jones  took  something 
out  of  the  Eagles,  too.  Coach  Evans  had

Coach  Harry  Temner  has  a  talented 
group  of  players  to  work  with  for  next 
years's  CCU  team.  They  need  to  learn 
to  play  together  as  a  team,  however,  as 
their  2-15  record  of  this  year  indicates. 
One  of  the  men  put  it  this  way:

The  Lady  Volleyball  Eagles 
gained  valuable  experience  this  year 
in  matches  against  the  top  rated  teams 
in  the  state  and  some  excellent  teams 
outside  of  it. 

The  Eagle's  seemingly  poor  rec- 
ord of  5  -  27  belies  how  competitive 
most  of  these  contests  were:  For 
example,  a  match  against  a  fine

evangelistic  outreach.  Coach  Woody 
Northcutt  tried  to  instill  Christian  charac- 
ter and  values  in  his  players  all  season. 
Woody  was  always  warm  and  enthusias- 
tiac  and  was  popular  with  his  players  off  the 
court  as  well  as  on  it. 

The  key  to  this  year's  team  was  heart: 
The  Eagles  had  it  in  abundance  and  they 
hated  to  lose:  Four  and  five  game  matches 
were  common  and  provided  fans  with 
enjoyment  in  spite  of  the  end  results. 

The  Eagles  are  going  to  try  to  strenghen 
their  front  line  on  offense  through  more 
repetitions  in  practice  and  by  seeking  in- 
coming players  with  strength  and  height:

Some 
of  the  players  who  recieved  such  publicity 
were  Kay  Schubert,  Julie  Bitters,  Robyn 
Jividen,  and  Carolyn  Brown.  Others 
would  have  recieved  this  award  if  the 
Views  had  come  out  weekly  instead  of  Bi  - 
monthly.

Ah,  1988  -  1989!  The  Year  of  the  Merger.  A 
journalist's  dream:  News,  news  and  more  news! 
News  and  Views  was  there  through  it  all,  bringing 
CBU  students  the  facts  on  the  printed  page. 

Quelling  wild  rumors  by  cold,  hard  facts  was  a 
staple  of  the  Views  this  year,  and  it  wasn't  always 
easy;  Sometimes  we  desired  certain  rumors  to  be 
true:  The  Loretto  Hieghts  lease  deal  that  fell 
through,  for  example. 

We  travelled  a  long  distance  from  that  first  issue 
in  September:  Remember  how  we  started  out?  The 
first  issue  was  six  pages  long  with  all  new  sec- 
tions that  would  become  a  standard  feature  for 
the  Views  for  the  rest  of  CBU's  final  year  of  exis-     _ 
tence. 

Remember  that  infamous  second  issue?  1  will 
never  forget  it:  "Men's  basketball  team  practices 
at  five  in  the  mornings."  Ooops.  The  early  going 
was  indeed  rough:  A  one  man  newspaper  just 
doesn't  cut  it. 

Fortunately,  things  improved  with  the  third 
issue.  After  a  few  pointed  pointers  from  the 
View's  advisor,  Mr.  Brock,  we  caught  our  second 
wind.  Mr.  Brock  was  generous  in  allowing  the 
usage  of  his  personal  issues  of  Clipper,  a 
graphics  magazine  distributed  by  a  Company 
called  Dynamic  Graphics. 

The  Views  was  certainly  dynamic  this  year: 
Dynamic  means  changing  and  in  the  third  issue, 
a  new  force  on  campus  made  it's  presence  felt  : 
Business  Wise  Republicans  Underground.  Dan 
Genovese,  the  group's  President,  suggested  that 
we  spice  up  the  name  of  the  Views  to  Colorado 
Baptist's  Conservative  News  and  Views.  This 
was  done,  giving  the  Views  a  clear  editorial  slant.

Remember  DearTrixie?  JoKadlecek'sThinkon 
These  Things  proved  to  be  a  challenge  and  an  en- 
couragement to  many  and  Straight  Shootin'  pro- 
vided the  paper  with  it's  first  dose  of  controversy: 
Dan  Genovese  and  Joel  Legget  showed  no  mercy 
to  the  Democrats  and  Michael  Dukakis.  Some  of 


our  readers  showed  them  no  mercy  as 
well,  but  hey!  That's  what  made  the  Views 
fun. 

The  Views  ended  up  with  quite  a  large 
staff:  Former  Editor  "Keek"  Schiavone  re- 
turned to  act  as  a  staffwriter  and  as  Edito- 
rial Page  Editor,  Kevin  Skeens  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Co-Editorship,  Dan  Gen- 
ovese. who  left  at  the  end  of  the  Fall 
Semester  was  replaced  by  Joel  Legget. 
Trixie  who  became  too  busy  to  continue, 
was  replaced  by  John  Ciriacks  and  his  Free 


Thinker  column,    and  Jo  Kadlecek    kept 
plugging  away. 

The  most  important  thing  about  the 
Views  was  that  it  was  an  invaluable  learn- 
ing experience:  Learning  how  to  desktop 
publish  and  how  to  handle  a  serious  re- 
sponsibility were  priceless  additions  to  a 
college  education. 

Next  year,  CCU's  newspaper  will  be  in 
the  capable  hands  of  CBU's  Kevin  Skeens 
and  CCC's  Editor  Deidra  Fuller.  It  was  a 
priviledge  to  work  on  the  Views  this  year.
